Though the-author of the Brother:, 
by his prologue, (fee the poetry) feems 
te entertain a very favourable opinion 
dhisown performance, and to con- 
ceive but a difre/pedtful idea of bis co- 
temporaries ; a regard fortruth, ne- 
verthelels, obliges ws todeclare, that 
Mr. Cumberland has as little reaton 
jor vanity oa the fir account, as on 
the fecond he has caule for the gene- 
ni invective which he throws out 
again the prefent hit of our dramati- 
cai writers. — There is not, at this mo- 
ment, an author in our recolledtion, 
te whom Mr. Cumberland is by any

d gained extraordinary advanta

Their troops were peculiarly fervicea- 
ble in thereduction of Pondicherry, and 
the capture of the Manilla; not to 
mention that every conqueit made by 
them in the Eaft, was a ftab in the vi- 
tals of the French influence, and of 
courfe er fortunate for the peo- 
ple of this kingdom.

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but being all for mony years out of the 
reach of my perulsl, I do, berd At-, 
want to be wnformed in this particular, 
and prefume that the imtelligence fug- 
gefed on thi bead will nether be una- 
mufing nor aninttredtive to others of 
your readers os well as mytelf. 

Now, fir, what I crave to know is, 
how the aborementioned dottrine ap- 
pears; by whet authorities of the text, 
or biftery, &c. 

It feems that the power of God in 
preferving his own people, info vih- 
ble and coafpscuous a manner (Exod.

The leat in- 
tcmperance, if atteaded with any fCan- 
dal, is enough to make the perfon 
guilty of it withdraw of his own ac- 
cord ; and nothing has contributed fo 
much to extirpate entirely [9 dange- 
rows a vice. 

The miflionaries have even found 
means to infpire thele Neopbytes with 
fo great an averfion for drunkennefs, 
the moft univerfal of all their vices, 
and the mof difficult to extirpate, 
that, when their affairs call them to 
the Spanifh towns, it is impoflible to, 
prevail upon them to tafte any wine. 
On thete occafians, they have been of- 
ten heard to fay, that wine is the bet 
thing that comes from Spain, but that 
to them it ts downright poifon. The 
fame precautions have been taken to 
cure them of incontinency, which is 
one of the ordinary confequences of 
drunkennefs. The flighteft fault of 
this kind would be fufficient to render 
any of them unworthy in the eyes of 
the reft, of being counted among the 
fervants of the queen of virgins. 

As to the women, the pains taken 
to infpire them with a great horror for 
impurity, have fucceeded fo well, that 
they readily fubmit to the mot igno- 
minious penance, for the leaft liberty 
they give themieives in this reſpect; 
young gitls have often been known 
to part with their lives, rather than 
yield to the brutality of infidels into 
whofe hands they bad the misfortune 
of failing. It has not, however, been 
as yet thought quite fo fafe to exhort 
them to celibacy. In thort the two 
icxes are no wiicre lulfered to mter- 
mix, mot even at church, in the mid- 
die of which there is a paflage from 
the door tothe fanCtuary, which parts 
the men from the women. They are 
even divided into clafles, according to 
their different ages; and every clais 
has its in‘peGtors, who fee that all 
thofe under their care behave with 
the fndteftdcc.rum. Thofe who in- 
ipect the children carry in their hands 
long rods, with which they immedi- 
ately put in mind of their duty thofe 
al whe 
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who feem ever fo little to forget it. 
le conclude, there are doors on both 
fides, by which the whole congrega- 
tion may come in and go out without 
the leaf diforder or confuton. 

The reader may imagine from what 
I bawe already faid of the natural taffe 
which thefe Indians difcover for ma- 
fic, that the miffionaries failed not to 
avail themfelves of fo happy a difpof. 
tion to engage the infidels, whom cu- 
rtofity, accedent, or bufinefs, lead to 
the reduétions, to liften to their in- 
firuftions, and infpire thofe they con- 
verted with a greater liking to the di- 
vine fervice. It is for this puarpofe 
that all the chriftian do&trine has been 
fet to mufic, and this expedient has 
anfwered exceedingly well. Thete 
muficians, who, when they perform in 
‘charch, wear, as all others immediately 
in the fervice of it, a very decent and 
neat habit, at the fame time that they 
infpire others with devotion, feet to 
glow with it themfelves, which proves 
ftill more, that they do not make any 
extraordinary efforts *o fucceed; and 
that, as the naturai eect of mufic is 
to excite in the heart thofe feariments 
which it already potleifes, this art finds 
in the Indians who pradtife it, and in 
thofe who hear them, no fentiments 
but fuch as tend to piety and devo- 
thon. 

The folemn feflivals are celebrated 
with the greateft pomp, efpecially that 
of the fant whofe name the church 
beers, and that o! the bleffed &crament. 
Oa the approach of the firft, invitations 
are fent to the inhabitants of the near- 
cit redu€ions ; and they attend in great 
numbers, the officers on horfedack and 
in theic uniforms. The iolemnity he- 
gins the eve ot the holiday a very 
fine military proceffion, in which the 
Alferez, who carries the great Randard, 
open mounted oa 3 proud courfer 
richly caparifoned, and rides under a 
magnificent canopy. After perambu- 
lating the princypal ftreets in very 
good order, to the found of the drums 
and other warlike infruments of ma- 
fic, they repair to the great door of 
the charch, where thofe on horfeback 
alight, and the Alfercz takes his feat 
* chapel pere pered for his reception. 

¢ tir weipers sre then pertormed, 
after which the children are made to 
dance ia the great fquare, where the 
whole compaoy, both iahabitaats and 
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ftrangers, are placed in the tea 
order. The dances bein nifled 
the cavalry returns to the — where 
they began their march. At 
bonfires are made from diftance to dic. 
tance, and all Rreets are illuminated. 
The next day, they repair to hips 
mafs in the fame order they re. 
paired, the evening before, to fire 
veipery. At noon, the inhabitants en. 
tertaim the Mrangers; and every one 
is regaled with a {mall cup of wine. 
Immediately after the fecond vefper;, 
at which every thing paffes as at the 
firft, they run atthe ring. The mi. 
fonaries afi at it, with all the chicts 
and ofhcers, to keep the fpectators in 
order ; diftribute the prizes to the con. 
querors; and give the fignal to 
breaking up. 

But nothing can compare with the 
proceffion of the biefled facrament; 
aud it may be affirmed, that, withou: 
any difplay of riches or magnificence, 
x forms a fight, which yields in 
nothing to the richeft and molt ma,. 
nificent proceffion in any other part ot 
the world. Don Antonio de Ulloa in- 
forms us, in general, that it is at. 
tended with very fine dancing, far 
above what is to be feen in the pro. 
vince of Quito; that the dancers are 
very neatly drefled; and that the 
pomp of it, upon the whole, equal: 
that of the greateft cities, at the ame 
time that infinitely more decency and 
devotion accompanies it. I faid, that 
no treafures were to be feen at thrs ce- 
remony; but all the beauties of fimple 
nature are there fo happily diſpoſed as 
to reprefent ber in all her glory. She 
even appears, if IT may fay fo, all lite 
and fou! on the occafion ; for, ove 
the greens and flowers that com- 
pofe the triumphal arches, und 
which the blefled facrament pafe 
there appear flocks of birds of ever 
colour, tied by the legs to ftrings ¢ 
fuch a length, thata ftranger wou 
imagine they enjoyed their ful! liberty 
and were come of their own accord 
mix their warblings with the voices « 
the muficians, and the reft of the ¢ 
pic and blefs, in their own ©? 

im, whole providence carefully !v 
plies all their wants. 

All the ftreets are bung with cory 
very well wrought, and feparated ' 
geriands, feftoons and compartim* 
vt verdure, dilpofed with the ™ 
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beautifal fymmetry. From difance 
to difance, there appear lions and 
tygers very well chained, that they 
may not difturb the folemnity intead 
of adorning it; and even very fine 
Shes iporting and playing in large 
baions of water. In a word, every 
ipecies of living creatures affilt at the 
folemnity, asit were, by their deputies, 
to do hom te the incarnate Word, 
in his augu® facrament; and acknow- 

the fovereign dominion his fa- 
ther — — him over all living crea- 
teres. herever the proceffion paffes, 
the ground is covered with mats, and 
drewed with flowers and odoriferous 
berbs. All, even the fmalleft children, 
tave a hand in thefe decorations, 
* which are, ke«e, to be 
een fleth of the animois newly 
tilled for food; every thing the In- 
dans regale themfelves with at their 
greateft rejoicings ; and the firit fruits 
e their labours ; all, in crder to make 
m offering of them to the Lord; the

foon as the bieiled facrament is re- 
to the charch, the Indians pre- 
tothe miſſionaries all the lereral 
ts of eatables that have been expot- 
a the proceflon ; and the fathers, 
fending the beſt of every thing 
the fick, diftribute what remains 
the. ret of the inhabitants. 
trening, as on all other great 
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folemnities and days of public re- 
joicing, concludes with the moit cn. 
rious fireworks. ‘ In thort, fays Don 
Antonio de Ulloa, thefe Neophytes 
omit no circumftznce either of fettivity 
or devotion ey in the mot opu- 
lent cities of Old Spain.” 

Theircemeteries,or burying ground:, 
are great fquares, always near tbe 
church, divided, lengthways, by fine 
walks bordered with ocamge and lemon 
trees; the middle one leading to a 
chapel, planted al! round with @ately 
cyprefs and palm trees, and incloled 
with low walls. Every Monday a 
procefion is made to the chapel, in 
order to fing a maſ⸗ of Requiem, which 
is followed by a Libera at each of the 
crofies planted at the four corners of 
the cemetery. There are other cha- 
pels, at fome dittance from every re- 
dudiion, to ferve as a @ation to the 
procefhons made on the rogation days, 
and at other times, either to deprecate 
God's anger in cafes of public cala- 
mity, or to return him thanks for 
fpecial mercies. All the ftreets of the 
town terminate at one or another of 
thefe chapels, and have, befides, every 
one of them acrofs at each end, where 
the proceflion makes a paufe, ¢o per- 
form mufically an anthem, whofe words 
are adapted to the fubjeét of the pro- 
ceffion, or die contain fome article of 
the chrittian doctrine. It then enters 
an avenue planted with the moft beau- 
tiful and ftately t *es, which leads to 
the chapel. In their way to this cha- 
pel they fing the ufual prayers, and 
conclude them by another anthem. 
All the inhabitante affitt at this procef- 
fion, except the fick, or thofe whofe 
bubnefs will not admit them to be pre- 
fent. 

No pains have been [pared to efa- 
blith the moft exact police in this re- 
public. All the inhabirants are to be 
at home, every evening, by a certain 
hour, when a fufficient detachment 
begins to patrol the itreets and (quares, 
for a certain time, atthe end of which, 
they are relieved by another; and {fo 
on tillday light. There are two rea- 
fons for this inftitution; the firkt. is, 
to hinder the inhabitants from leavin 
home at an unfeatonable hour without 
its being known where they go, and 
upon what errand. The tecond ii, 
to prevent the town's being furprived 
by sm enemy, for there are every 
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where flroiing lodwns, again® whom 
it ls impothble to be too much on 
one’s guard. The perfons, thus en- 
trutted with the care of maintaining 
good order, and preventing (adden at- 
sacks, are chofen with the fame pre- 
cauton obferved in chufing thofe who 
are deftined for public employments 
and the fervice of the churches. 
Thefe precactions confit in prepar- 
ing, from their very infancy, forevery 
employment, thofe who difcover the 
properett dilpofitions to fill it worthily. 
The inhabitants, in general, are taught 
nothing but what is aeceflary to make 
them good workmen; enable them to 
overn thew families well, and qua- 
fity them for fuch little fubaltern ¢m- 
ployments, at require no extraordinary 
enius. Formerly, the Guarani, and 
all the other Indans of thefle pro- 
wincer, could only reckon by their 
fingers and tocs, To exprefs any 
number exceeding twenty, they made 
ule of a word equivalent to Our Men). 
At prelent, the Neophytes under ttand 
enough of numbers to anfwer all then 
pvr poles, and m™ thing iaore we It- 
quired of them. The miflionaries 
kaow the extent of their capacity, and 
exaQ nothing beyond it. They keep 
them within the bounds of their an- 
cient Gmplicity, but divefted of all that 
vice and lavageneis which disigured 
uw. Ina word, this republic is, pro- 
petly, the feat ot evangelical fimpli- 
city 5 and it « in order to preferve it 
genuine and entre, that the mifbona- 
pees do all that lees in their power to 
hinder the Noophytes from haviag any 
cvamunication with the Europeans ; 
experience having convinced thew, 
that all the wew chriftians of America, 
who are fallen from their primitive 
fervour, fell mealy in confequence o! 
their having converfed too freely with 
the old chriflians from Europe ; or even 
having only taken too near a view of 
them. 
ic w, likewile, for this reafon, that, 
in all (he pourarys they are obliged to 
take, during their refidence in the 
Spamth towns, and all the time they 
ferwe his majefty, as foldiers or la- 
bowers, they are accompanied by 
tmifionaries, who never fight of 
them, who often fpeak to them of 
(rod, fee that they exaétiy comply 
with all ther duties, and perform 
panQually ali their religions emcreiics ; 
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and, asyet, thank God, they hawe not 
been known to give themfelves any 
looic. On the contrary we are told, 
that the echone and dafcourfes, mos 
capable of making bad imprefions, 
ferve only to iaipire them with o 
greater horror of vices that no inde. 
cent word ever cicapes their hips; and 
that they are of themiecives extremely 
folicitous not to Omit any of their uluai 
exercifes of devotion. It mutt, howe. 
ver, be owned, that thofe who live a 
the greatef diftance from the Sp anit 
fettlements, and feldomett ivave their 
own, dilcovwer a more extreordiw ary 
degree of fervour and fimpucity than 
the reR ; on whom, for tiis restos, 
the mifhonaries are obliged to beitow 
more than ordinary care and atteo.

An Hiforical Introdufion ta the Antigui- 
ties amd Curtefities of Wilton- Houle;

HE relievo with the infcription 
called Bouftrophedon, is older 
than the completion of the Greek al- 
phabet, and was brought out of Pelo- 
ponnefus, where it was moft probably 
made fora victcr in the Olympic games. 
Statues and relievos were utually 
eretted to thofe who were conquerors 
in thofe games. Cicero fays a victory 
in thefe {ports was not lefs honourable 
than a triumph at Rome. If any man 
merited repeated honours, he was 
thought to have attained to thé utmot 
felicity that human nature is capable 
of. To this purpofe, Plutarch relates 

a remarkable flory of a Spartan, who 

meeting Diagoras, who himfelf had 

been crowned in the Olympic games, 
and feen his fons and grand-children 
victors, embraced him and feid, diz, 

Diagoras, for thow canfl not b¢ a God. 
Many of our relievos were frieves 

taken from porticoes and temples. The 

antients always adapted the fubje@s to 
the deities. Thus nothing could in- 

{pire greater awe for the power and 

anger of Apollo and Diana, than the 

dreadful vengeance they took on the 
family of Niobe. ‘The fame propriety 
was obferved in the temples of Jupiter, 

Neptune and Bacchus. The modern 

pradtice in the Romith church, of 

adorning their altars with pieces of 
oe was common among the 

eathens: burt they had fculptures as 
well as paintin Ot the former fort 

is that relief in the fone hall of a 

child’s ftealing meat from the altar, 

and fome others. 
We thal! now give 2 few remarks on

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mane. The age of Auguilus was a 
period in which we are naturally led 
to look for excellence im the arts. 
Literature had then attained us (um- 
mit, and the emperor encouraged men 
of jut, archite@ure rather than 
feulpture (eemed to fourth. The great- 
ef part of the Roman fculptors made 
their spprenticethip m the condition of 
flavwes; when they thewed abilities, 
their matters improved them with the 
greateR care, fo that am artift io this 
firwation, had a better opportunity of 
having bie talents culuwated, than a 
freeman in indigent circumftances. 
Nero fent Carnas and Acritus, two 
econnoifleurs, into Greece, to collect 
all the fine pieces of iculpture which 
were to be met with, that he might 
embelirthh his new buildings at Rome. 
The poor Greeks, as Juvenal obferves, 
were Rript even of thew houthold 
Crods. 
Their rapine is fo abjcf and profane, 
They wot from irifes war from Gedi re- 
fran; 
But the poor Lares fram the micles ferxe, 
by they be latle umages that please. 
Stepney. 
Hadrian, Marcus Aurelius, and Alex- 
ander Severus, —22 this art, as 
did their fucceflors, and yet they were 
never able to reicue it from the dege- 
neracy into which it was falling. We 
may look upon the bufto of Caracalla 
as the laf effort of Roman fculpture. 
The two triumphal arches erected in 
honour of his father Severus, the 
chapiters of the columns in the Sep- 
tizonium at Rome, which were after- 
wards removed into different churches, 
fuliciently demonitrate how much 
foulpture had dechaed under that 
ince and his children. The daflo re- 
ievos of the large of thofe two tri- 
umphal arches, were done by an indif- 
ferent hand. It is aatural, however, 
to fuppole they were executed by the 
be that age produced, were mt only 
out of a regard to the place where 
they were erected.

When the fenate and people of 
determined to ere& a trium pn 
in bonour of Conftantiae, ¢ was 
not in all probability in the capita! of 
the empire, a fculptor able to under.

ary of Trajan, they ftript the arch 
of that prince of its ornaments, and 
without any regard to conformity or 
fitne(s, employed them in the fabric 
which they erefted to Conftantine, 
This thews what a paucity there was 
of fCulptors, and to what a low ebd 
the art was then reduced. 

What has been advanced is to be 
taken with fome reftrictions. There 
might under the emperors be men of 
not fo much genius as to undertake 
capital works, and yet be able to exe- 
cute inferior performances. The great 
number of beautiful buftos in this col- 
lection, feems to be a proof of this, 
Moit of them are of a very fine (culp- 
ture, and would not difgrace the bei 
ages of art. We know that a good 
portrait painter very rarely can exe- 
cute a landikip or fuch like, beyond 
the limits of his natural turn; {0 to 
make a baflo relievo confiiting of many 
figures in various attitudes, to give 
the features expreihons adapted to the 
occafion, and to make an agrecable 
whole, requires other talents thas 
bare copying nature exactly, which ts 
the principal excellence of any buito,

Hifery of AGia. 


DEN is a very trong town in 
Arabia Felix, at the foot of the 
mountains, not far from the mouth of 
the Red Sea, there is a fea-port be- 
longing to it, which is very large, and 
it is allo the head cf a kingdom of the 
fame name. The Turks, iw 1538, took 
this town, and hanged up their king; 
but not long after the inhabitants re- 
volting, aed putting themfelves under 
the proteftion of the king of Mocha, 
expelled the Turks, es reaflumed 
their rights. This country was known 
to the Romans, by the name of Adana, 
and that empire had a great trade 
there. 
SELEUCIA, 

A city of Mefopotamia, upon the 
river Tigris, known anciently by'the 
name of Coche, and afterwards by that 
of Alexandria, from being rebuilt by 
Alexander the Great. bu falling 
again into ruin, it was by Antiochus, 
king of Syria, raifed a third time into 
coniequence, and received the name of 
his father, Seleucia. By another revo- 
lution it fell into the poffeffion of the 
Turks; and, at length, from being 
the feat of many of the Califs, grew 
ftrong, bigh, and populous, and was 
then called Bagdad. It was built both 
en the calt and wellera hores of the 
Tigris; but the latter being left by 
degrees, it became a mere heap of 
rubbih, This city lies in an oblong 
figure, is great, and well fortified. Ie 
has a bridge of boats over the Tigris, 
and a flrong caftle, in which the 
Turkith bathaw refides. It has been 
very often taken by the Turks and 
Perfians; but the former poficfled 
themfelves of it in the year 16,8, after 
a bloody Gege, in which they loit forty 
thoufand men, and have kept it in 
repair ever fince. 

BUCHAR 

Is an ancient and magnificent city of 
Afia, in the province of Mauraria- 
natia, called by the Romans, Trans- 
oxiana Regio. It lies more weit than 
Biako, a day's journey beyond the river 
Oxus. 

This city is Gruated 120 miles fouth 
of Samarchand, and was the birth- 
place of Avicenna, the famous Arabian 
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phyfician and philofopher, whe floy. 
rithed in Spain in the tenth century, 
He is faid to have been the firft thar 
fettled the trae method of phyfic, which 
art he illuftrated by many books pub. 
lithed by him. He was born in the 
year 992, and died in the year reco. 
BOSTRA, 

A city of Arabia the Stony, was the 
birth-place of Philip, emperor of the 
Komans, and from him called Philip. 
popolis. It isa bithop's fee, under the 
patriarch of \rufalem, though origi- 
nally under the patriarchal of Antioch; 
and fies fifty miles eat of the river 
Tiberias. I: is called in fome of the 
monies of the emperor Severus, and 
his mother Manica, Colonia Alexan. 
drina. It is now under the Turks. 

CESAREA or PALESTINA 

Was aneiently called the tower of 
Straton, but Herod the Great rebuild- 
ing it, called it Cefarea, in honour of 
Auguftus. It has the name of Caifar 
to this day. It lies on the thore of 
the Mediterranean fea, in the Holy 
Land, thirty miles to the fouth from 
Prolemais and forty-five from Jeru- 
falem. After the ruin of Jerufalem, ix 
became the metropolis of Palettine, 
and the feat of the prefect or governor, 
and the bithop of Cefarea gained thereby 
the authority of a primate over the 
bithop of Jerufalem, and for fome ages 
maintained it; but in after councils, 
the bifhop of Jerufalem was exempted 
and made a patriarch; yet Celarea 
continued in great wealth, honour, and 
efteem, as feveral great convents were 
held there, Eufebius Pamphilus, the 
church hiftorian, being in his time 
bithop of it. Cornelius the firit con 
verted centile was baptifed at this place 
by St. Peter. St. Paul was a priloner 
ang Origen taught in that city. 5B 
in 653, after a fiege of feven yea 
Muhavia, a Saracen, took it from th 
Chrifians in the times of the Holy Wa 
It underwent afterwards many revol 
tions, until it was at laft intre! 
ruined by Beibarfus, a Saracen. tc 

The CASPIAN SEA agn: 

Was originally called the fea 
Chofar, from «a at ndchild 
Noah. Though a vai number 
rivers fall into this fea, yet it iso 
perceived any way to increafe. 
in length from north to fouth 
huodred and twenty miles, and 
breadth ninety. It was fuppofed 
the ancients to be a bay of the: 
ine 
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fadian ocean. Its waters are as Alt as 
any other, but it neither ebbs nor flows, 
por bas any iflands. On the north of 
this fea is the kingdom of Aftracan, 
on the fouth Perha, on the wel 
Cireafia, and on the eaft Caratanfca. 
CHALCEDON, 

A city of the lefler AGa, in Bithynia, 
which was a bifhop's fee, under the 
patriarch of Conftantinople, of great 
satiquity, and much celebrated in 
ancient hiftory, but now reduced to 
the meannels of a poor village, called 
by the Turks Calcifin. It ttands on 
“ the mouth of the Propontis, over-

EPHESUS 
placa Was one of the moit ancient and 
‘onerggmble cities of the Lefler Afia, feated 
B yn the river Cautier, in the province 
Tonia, on the fhores of the Archipe- 
north of the ifle of Samos, until 
fell into the hands of the depopu- 
Turks and Saracens, who feem 
have been defigned by heaven for 
fcourges and deitroyers of the firit 
agnificence of human invention, or 
Mher indeed of mankind, there is fo 
defolation wherever they have 
ruled. The city of Ephefus is fo 
Ment, that it is generally believed to 
been built by the Amazons. Itwas 
inally raifed on too low ground, 
fuffered much from inundation, 
Lyfimachus, one of the fucceffors 
Alexander the Great, removed it 
the place where it enjoyed its 
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fplendor, and called it Arfinoe, the 
name of his wile. After her death, 
however, i reiumed its ancient title. 
Pliny called the temple of Diana at 
this place the wonder of the Grecian 
magnificence, and clafles it amongt 
the wonders of the world. It was burnt 
the night Alexander the Great was 
born, by a madman, although Xerxes, 
who dettroyed moft of the Afiatic 
temples, had {pared it. The Romans 
conquered this city ander Antiochus, 
king of Syria, one hundred and eighty 
years before the birth of our Sawour, 
and in their firft Afiatic war. Nero 
pluadered it, and the Gothe under 
Galhenus deftroyed it. St. Paul firtt 
planted the Chriftian faith here, and 
wrore one of his epifties to this Church. 
And St. John, the beloved apoftle, lived, 
wrote, and in all probability died 
there. St. Timothy was its fir bithop 
after St. Paul. The third general 
council was held at Ephefus in the 
year 431, under Theodofius, junior, 
againit Neftorius; and there was a 
ima'ler held there fome time after 
concerning the celebration of Eatter, 
and another in g00, for the quieting 
the difturbances in Afia. It is now no 
more than a poor deflate village, 
though it has a fine haven, and an old 
ruined caftle. Nor are a'l the inha- 
bitants above forty or fifty families of 
the Turks, without one Chriftian 
among & them, who live in a little knot 
at the fouth fide of the cafile, which is 
called Afia Sabueh.

A nomber of detts, which I bad neo 
thare in contracting, were difcharged

jed of the tendercit regard and appro- 
ation, I found myleli the objet? of 
difefteem, nay, of actual difgutt.

From all we have faid it evidently 
follows, that there can no where be 
found fo great a degree of happinefs 
as that enjoyed by the members of 
is new church; and that it was with 
great reaton Monfieur Muratori inti- 
ied his deicription of it, I/ chrifianes- 
erfeice. In tact, what can chriltians 
delire, who have confined themfelves 
to the neceviarics of life, and are, mo- 
rally, {ure never tocome fhort of them; 
who even know, after the apoftle’s ex- 
ample, to enjoy plenty, without mak- 
mg an il ule of it; and, without 
murmuring, fulfer want; who never 
tatertain the leaft thoughts of defpair. 
ing in Providence, which never fails 
wfupply them again unexpeéted ac- 
edents with refources equally unex- 
pated; who regulate ail their fenti- 
Seats and ali their actions by the 
pareft maxims of the goſpel ; who live 
mder the conduct of thofe, to whom 
Mey Owe all the bleflings they enjoy ; 
rho poflefs, in fine, ail the advantages 
* fubordination and dependence, 
without feeling any of that uneafine(s 
waally attending reftraint ? 
They would, nodoubt, be ftill hap- 
per, had ut been poffible to hinder 
Sem from knowing fo much as the 

meofwar; but, even in the very 
Mancy of their republick, they expe- 
Renced all the horrers of it, as will 
tlently appear; and they have to 
“day neighbours, from whom they 
mi expect neither no reft, but ia 
portion as they can command it. 
"as, therefore, abfolutely requifite 
Pet arms into their hands, and in- 
& them in an art, which is the great 
plague of mankind. But it is not to 
conguetts, or to enrich them- 
"8 at the expence of other nations, 
practife it. As neither their 
men, nor thole fttrangers, who, 
thoftile manner, formerly carried 
© cruel a perfecution again them, 


occafion to ufe their arms, but in the 
lervice of the prince, to whom they 
have fworn an implicit obedience. 
Thole, therefore, who are charged 
with the conduét of them, have this 
Conivlation, that they never take the 
field but through a wife and neceffary 
precaution, er by the orders of thei 
fovereign; thus fan@ifying them. 
felves, it may be faid, in a proſe ſ⸗ 
fon fo dangerous to virtue. 

Every town keeps on foot a body of 
cavalry, and another of infantry. The 
infantry, befides the macana, and the 
bow and arrow, carry afling, a {word, 
and amutket; the cavalry ule fabres 
and lances, and likewife a mutket, as 
they fome times do duty on foot, like 
the European dragoous. They them- 
felves make all their {mall arms, their 
field pieces, and even their heavy artil- 
lery. They never ule the heavy artillery 
butto keep their neighbours in awe ; or 
the field pieces, but whea they are com- 
manded on the king's fervice, But, 
as I already faid, they never keep any 
of their arms, of any kind, by them, 
unleis when there is fome reafon 
to apprehend a furprize. At all other 
times, the foldier is not to be diftin- 
guilhed from the mere citizen; and 
thofe brave fellows, on whom the fe. 
curity of the republick depends, and 
who fo often come home loaded with 
laurels, as foon as they have laid by 
their armg, might ferve as models of 
piety and fubmidlion ¢o the mot re- 
tired monk. 

Every Monday the corregidor of 
every town, nct only reviews hig 
troops in the great fquaré, but makes 
them perform their exercile. On thefe 
occafions they form two divifions, 
which attack each other, and fome- 
times do it with fo mucb ardour, that 
the commanding officer, to preveng 
mifchiet, is obliged to order the retreat 
to be founded fooner thaa he intended. 
Prizes are likewile propoled, from time 
totmme, for thoie who perform beft at 
the bow, lance, fling, and fire-arme. 
The mott divesting exercife of ail is 
that of the lance. That of the ding 
is very furprifing, on account of the 
juilneis with which thedlingers hit the 
mark ; and it may be truly affirmed, 
that there are no troops in all America 
capable of making head againft them 
with fling or Jance, I may even, I 
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think, wenture to presounce this mi- 
litia invincible by equal numbers. 
They are bebdes very docile, never 
give way, and, when broke, rally at 
the firt arder. However they would 
not, it 9 to be prefumed, fight the 
worle, wrre they prope:ly headed by 
Spenrh othcers. 

The ambutcades and fudden irrup- 
trons ancl attacks, which uled former- 
ly to prove to fatal to them, are now 
no longer to be dreaded, on account 
of the great care taken to keep them 
confantly on thewr-quard. There 
be always a party of horie employed in 
icouring the country, wro orders to 
give notice of every thing that pailes ; 
and alithe defies by which an enemy 
could penetrate 


into the country, are 
well guarded. 


But as, in fpite of all 
thele precautions, lome of an enemy s 
partics might, by the favour of the 
woods, @eal upon a town, and form 

while the tphabrtants were at church, 
the muitary men are permitted to car- 
ry thear arms there aloog with them, 
when there wany reafon to juflpect 
fuch an attack, that they may be in 
readincis to Rop a coup de maja, and 


give the reff of the inhabutaots time 
to bor k about them. 


his republic occupies a great ex- 
tent of cowntry, the air of which is, 


in gencral, mot, and 
pretty temperate. la 

jouthern dbl itthe winters are 
pretty fewere; but the lands are every 
where fru:tiul, and yreld (urar, tobac- 
co, and ali the necefiarics of lite. Not 
Only grains peculiar to the country, 
but tholfe hrought trom Europe, thrive 
very weil on them, The crops of cot- 
ton gencraliy amount to two thoufand 
22 fou every reiudtion.

The coun- 
ids, as we faid before, 
quantifies of honey and wax, 
require no trouble bet that of 
Eeeg wito the woods to gather them. 
When the Indians have laid up a Bock 
of every th ng tor the 

contumption, and a fuck. 
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compoied this republic; and they are 
fill the bulk of them. Next to them 
are the ‘Tape » who ipoke the leme 
language, and are probably of the (ame 
extraction. Nay, their nam 8 Of'rn 
given to all the (udjects of this reoub 
he im the re cripts of the cath Ts 
kings. But there are few nations be 
tween the Parana, the Province of! 
Uraguay and Brazil, that have nor 
fupphed the reductions with recruits, 
Belides, the muifhonaries frequently 
take the fick’, in company with fome 
of their Neophytes, to make {piritua! 
conquefts ; and they feldom return un- 
fuccefstul. The moft dificult to 
duce are the Guanoas, of whom 
fliall fay fomething io anothe: 
not only becaule they are very 
and very difloiute, but more ftil! 
caule their blood 16 mixed with thar 
the Spaniards, tome of whom, f: 
tame to time, take refuge amone t! 
to avoid jultice, and cannot, 
bad example, burt give them a 
to the chriflian religion. Some 
thele Guanoas, however, who thr 
curio yY, ora defire of iecing the 
countrymen, come to the reductions 
are retained there by the kind recep. 
tion they meet. This is likewnie 
cale with fome other indians, and 
with the Charuas, a wanderiog 
very favage people who ma! 
great numbers of Spaniards, cu 
the frit vuuding of Buenos Ayres 
the neighbournnng efabisthments. 
thoie, who, next to the Guarani 
the Tapes, have contmbuated n 
hil up the vacancies, which war, 
e{pecially fickneis, pretty ofte: 
fea in the reductions, are the 
nas, who live between the Para 
Brazil. For, as thete ladia 
vate the ecarth, admit no ou: 
mong them, and are pretty do. 
laborious, there is the icis trou 
gain them Over. 

It will no doubt appear furt 
that a repunlic to well regu! 
in which fo much care Is t ken 
vent every thing that 
acalth of 5 members, 
pic taffer. But behdes the Ns 
baving been tor a long time tuc 
Of re¥vulutions and a prey to * 
which an iahnite number O 
rethed ; befides their long ar 
¢upeciuiions at a great cit! 
homic in tac King’s lervicc, 
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1759. 
being permitted the ufe of fire arms, 
they have had nothing to fear from 
other Indians; no method has been as 
yet difcovered to fecure them from 
certain epidemical difeafes, which 
fometimes carry off half the inhabi- 
tants of the towns, in which they 
break out. And it is this that has de- 
ceived feveral perfons, who from fee- 
ing the tribute rolls of one year, formed 
an eftimate of what was to be paid into 
the treafury the next; not confidering, 
or perhaps not willing to confider, 
that the number of thole fubjett to the 
tribute was not only not increafed, but 
confiderably leſſened. 

The commoneft of thefe diforders, 
which are often called plagues, on ac- 
count of their becomiag general in a 
thort time, are the {mali pox, the pur- 
ples, malignant fevers, and a fourth, 
of which we are barely told, that it is 
attended with very tharp pains. Thete 
diforders are fo much the more dan- 
gerous, as the Indians, quire carelefs 
of themfelves, can icarce ever be pre- 
vailed on by others to take any pains 
to prevent them, or ftop their progrefs; 
and as befides there is not a ingle 
phyfician in all the reduétions, nor 
any other furgeons, but a few lay bro- 
ther jefuits; and it has not as yet been 
found poffible to eftablith holpitals or 
good difpenfaries. The miffionaries fup- 
ply, as much as poflible, the want of all 
thele neceflaries, by all the care the moſt 
induftrious and tender charity can fug- 
gett, efpecially for the relief of the 
uck ; and it muf be owned, that two 
men, and fometimes but one, obliged 
to attend at once to all the neceflities 
af body and foul, and make frequent 
excurfions into the country, where fe- 
veral men ftationed there to carry 
on tome branches of hufbandry, or 
take care of their cattle, are over- 
taken by the diforder; and who 
often have not, by day or by night, 
a moment's repofe; it muft be grant- 
ed, I fay, that perfons having fo 
many calls to anfwer, cannot poflibly 
anfwer them all, It 1s even furprifing, 
aad in fome fort miraculous, that 
breathing on thefe occafions, as they 
conftantiy do, an infeéted air; and 
being inceffantly employed in ferving 
the fick, adminiftving the facraments 
t© the dying, and burying the dead, 
they fo feliom catch any diforder

themfelves, or fink under the fatigue 
of attending others. 

The Indians know all this perfeal 
well. Nothing makes a greater impref- 
fion upon them, or the infidels, many 
of whom are often witnefics to it, 
than this charity, which takes in every 
neceffity, and expofes itfelt to every 
danger ; which no labours can fngh- 
ten, no drudgery difguft. Itis there- 
fore no way (urprizing, that ienfible as 
they are of the great difference be- 
tween their fituation, and that of the 
other Indians obliged to do perfonal 
fervice, they are fo attached to thofe, 
to whom they are indeed for ther 
liberty; and that, as often as other 

aftors have been fent to them, they 
immediately difperfed. This bas hap- 
pened more than once. The Jefuit 
miffonaries have, on their fide, for 
the Neophytes a tenderne/s, that ig 
fearce conceivable; and is infpired 
chiefly by that undeferved confidence 
in them, which thefe poor Indians ex- 
prefs on every occafion, by their pa- 
tience and refignation in ficknefies the 
moft painful, during which, though 
deftitute of many things ft for perfons 
in their condition, and with which it is 
not in the power of thefe fathers to 
fupply them, they feldom are heard 
to utter a fingle complaint. They 
receive with fubmiflion, and even 
with thanks, every thing from the 
hand of God; and figh atter nothing 
but their heavenly country. 

The confolation of the apoftolic men, 
when the Lord flrikes their flock in 
this manner, confilts in their having all 
the certainty, that can be expe@ed, 
that heaven is peopled by their loffes ; 
and that they thereby gain fo many 
new interceflors with the matter of the 
harvelt, to give them a more abundant 
crop in their fpiritual excurfions. 
Thefe diforders often attack the Neo- 
phytes in their journies, in which th 
are quite deftitute of all manner of af- 
filtance. It fometimes happens, thag 
when they heave fcarce got half way, 
the {mall-pox overtakes them, and 
obliges them to ftop thort, in immi- 
nent danger of perifhing on fome de- 
fart thore, or of falling into the hands 
of barbarians. Father Cattaneo, who, 
at his very firft entrance upon this mif- 
fion in the year 1730, bappened to be 
prefent at one of thele fudden fur- 
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prices by ficknels, river us, in one of 
hia letters, foch a detail of the diftrefs 
attending them, as can fcarce be read 
without hhedding tears. 

Such is this prevended kingdom, of 
which it te fad that the Jefuits are fo- 
vwereigas of, and draw irom treafures 
enough to enrich all the fociety 5 but 
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into which, it isadded, they take the 
greateft care not to let any rangers 
enter, left it fhould be difcovered 
what afe they make of all thefe riches, 
and be driven out ot the country, in 
cafe the avenuts (0 it Came to be wel] 
known, 
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CCORDING to the promife with 

which the Benevolent Society 
clofed their lat month's infertion, the 
following jetters are immediately pre- 
tented.

the decitvity of a mountann. Its caftle 
is an old ruinous frutture, erected 
by the primitive Chriftians, as all the 
buridings in this port of Turkey were. 
There are bagars, baleticins, banes, 
Or Caravaniarns, and other ed:nces, 
tor the public convenience, asin other 
Turkith places; as allio teveral foap- 
fhops, erected by the grand vizir, Sta- 
ta Paicha, once fo greatly dreaded by 
the Chrittians. Tne harbour is larg 

and convenient, but the entrance lome- 
what dithculr. The quarter of the 
city inwhich the Franks and Eure- 
peans refide, is by much fhe bet part 
of it, no lels from the numbes of hand- 
fome houies, than their fituation, run. 
ning all along the quays with ciegant 
plazzas in front of them. hele boufes 
are not only ornamental in themicives, 
but atlord thefe inhabitants a molt ex. 
teniive profpect of the fea, and ths 
fviling of this at an inhante diftance : 
they likewile enable them to enjoy, tn 
an abundant degree, the retrething 
gales of wind in the fummer calied 
Dalbat, without which the beat would 
be inlupportante; for whene ver thetreal 
breezes of the wind abate fos any time, 
the inhabitants are lure to be attacked 
by a matynant fcver, littic inicrior to 
the plague.

guage. To inflance as you do, with 
the matter before us: Whoever ules 
the words, A and bene, to defcribe 
an aerial body, cannot be intelligible, 
unlefs fuch idea be connefted with 
thote words in the minds of the hear- 
ers; either by ulage; or by a previ- 
ous decliration of the {peaker, that ic 
was his defire fo to be underttood.

Pebroary, a reluctant vifitor to Prefton ;

thither, appears upon the report, and 
I fhall only remark upon that event, 
that it was no common election affront, 
no clamorous aflembly, mixed with 
women and childrén, as is ufual 1 pon 
fuch occafions, venting their [pite in 
abufive language, or thro ving a little 
dirt; the place was upon the extreme 
outtkirts of the town, totally dark; 
the ground calculated and judicioufly 
chofen for ambufcade and mifchief; 
the affailants few in number, Silent and 
defperate ; the weapons, fome of which 
were ftone and bricks, lodged in my 
chaife of eight or nine pound weight, 
and every circumitance confpired to 
prove premeditation, contrivance, and 
purpofe of affociation. Arriving in 
Prefton, I found the ftate of the town 
lorpaffed the defeription I received of it, 
lt is unneceffary to enter into a detail 
of what no body has denied ; the whole 
exhibited a fcene that difgraced magi- 
racy, an@ feemed to manifelt the to- 
tal fubverfion of civil government. My 
lord; not only uproar and violence, fe. 
tion and treafon, echoed in the Rreet- 
lfpeak it confidently, tho igh the au- 
thors are ‘not deteéted, the fact is in 
Proof; on the fide of my opponents, 
‘feleét band trained and diciplined had 
Molute rule; among my adcherents,

* and not infenfible of the recent 
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attempt upon my life; my lord, thus 
urged, thus provoked, would a have 
been an unulwal « apecient of electron 
policy ; would it have been (however 
unjuftifiable) extraordinary intempe- 
rance, bad I given rein to the warmer 
feelings of my fricnds and to my own, 
and opened the door to a ready muiti- 
tude, connected in a caule, 
from the manner of condudtis gu on 
Gifferent fides, was elleemed the caule 
Of liberty and proteftantifm ? 

My lord, the meatures I refolwed 
Upon, were of a very different natures 
my firft care was to apply tothe candi- 
dates for a mec re, tv conhuer and to 
eftablith cffeftua! meafures to refore 
the public peace. I went to that meet. 
ing attended but a by few, ani! thofle 
of the molt reipe&able of the inhabi- 
tants in my interelt, without weapons, 
without parade, without clamour ; the 
chicf ditectors cf my opponents were 
prefent ; and theſe gentiemen, not apt 
to let my words or gettures pafe witn. 
out comrnenc and interpretation, bore,

atic it, a fiient teftimony to the finee- 
rity of my ,;ulpole in reguefling this 
meeting, and I would flate my whole 
juftification upon their acknowledging, 
if called upon, that I difclaimed every 
idea of violence, that l was carneft in 
every effort that could be thought of 
to fecure furure trang ility. My lord, 
I complained, I remonfrated, I cepre= 
cated ; I propofed, my lord, in the 
midit of the conference of Monday, 
under the eyes of the Grit gentlemen of 
the town, under the eyes of the chief 
magiitrate of the town, under the eyes 
of the candidates, the known band of 
rioters, armed with bl; cgeons, deli- 
vered to them from the town hall, 
which was come an arfenal for thae 
purpote, fri. trothe wailt, and eves 
way prepared for much 
fore the windows, i Rantly cilperled 
the peaceable cefencelch few wio had 
followed my fteps, and walked the 
town, carrying triumph and terror 
where ever they appeared. The only

nocence and their diſapprobat oo, and 
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eficer of the Lancathire militia, for 
sll that corps were not in my interef, 
did take fome pains, and did fucceed 
to fend thefe rioters to their quar- 
ters. 

My lord, among other meafures, I 
had fuggefed an appointment of a 
number of f{pecial conftables, by the 
mayor, from among the principal in- 
habitants of both parties, that thele 
fhould patrol! the flreet ; and that every 

entieman fhould be bound by honour 
for himfelf and for his influence with 
bis inferiors, not to bail any perfon 


who thould be taken up for breach of | 


the peace. This was agreed to, and 
the meeting feparated : towards the 
evening I received in writing from the 
mayor a recantation of this agree- 
ment, upon pretence of a doubt up- 
on the legality of it, and no ether ex- 

dient being propofed in the place of 
it, the town was left that night expof- 
ed to all ite ufual diforder, and to all 
that the circumfances of my arrival 
might provoke. 

The next day, again the advice of 
my friends, who feared perional (afety, 
I canvafled the town: I thall pafs by 
the infults I received from the known 
ring-leaders of the gang of rioters, 
who thewed me bludgeons under their 
coats, and who, together with men, 
who from birth and fortune bore the 
rank of gentlemen, took evident mea- 
fures to provoke a riot, inflamed with 
pat encouragement on one fide, and 
emboldened with non. refiftance on the 
other. In the afternoon they affaulted 
the houfe where I dined in the mot vi- 
olent manner: a0 interview was again 
had with the candidates, the mayor, 
and principal gentlemen of that inte- 
refit; the pretence there was, that there 
was intelligence of country people be- 
ing io the town in my intereft: the 
report wasproved to be totally eround- 
leis: the language of the morning was 
again repeated ; they were forry they 
were flocked, they could not help it ; 
they would ule their endeavours : the 
officer of the militia with fome other 
gain removed the gang from the 
door ; but whither were they removed, 
and bow were they difcontinued? To 
the market-place, where a barrel of ale 
was publickly difribeted to them by 
the agents of the candidates; in the 
mean time I received repeated notice 
that I could not return home unlels 
s 
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difguifed without eminent danger, and 
repeated advice to fummon affittance 
from the country. My lord, I was not 
moved by one or the other. I fent 
for fuch arms as were neceffary for felf- 
defence, and accompanied by two gen- 
tlemen and one fervant, walked thro’ 
the public flreets home, but not with- 
out fuch an infult as demonitrated to 
all prefent that the prefervation of my 
life depended folely upon the pittol | 
had in my hand. 

I come now, my lord, to the r3th 
of February ; the day when the dijor- 
der fated in the information began ; 
the pafhons, the apprehenfions, and 
the confternation of men were now at 
their height, and had ſpread beyond 
the town ; every engagement for the 
public 2 broken by my oppo- 
nents; all protection trom magiftrates 
rendered hopelefs by repeated difap- 
pointments: it became the univerial 
opinion that [ muft quit the town or 
probably die ia it. 

As for me, my lord, I {corn to pre- 
varicate, and fhould think it trifiing 
with the Bench, and an unmanly part, 
to deny that I know the fentiments of 
the country in my favour. I knew a 
concourle was likely to come into town, 
not brought by the call, or by the pro- 
mifes, or the rewards of my friends: 
they wanted not the inducements ; they 
were exalperated by general and volun- 
tary refentment again thé partial and 
over-bearing conduct of the corpora- 
tion, by the interference and activity 
of the whole papif intereft againit me, 
and by the popularity of my caule. 
And thele being the motives, my re- 
linquifhing the erenag vere have 
been of no avail. In wain thould I hare 
deferted a molt refpeGtable body of 
friends, and have religned the fruits ot 
my paft labours and expence: in vaia 
thould I have facrificed to an idea re- 
ftoration of tranquillity, the honef am- 
bition of ferving my country in parii- 
ament : my engagement, my intere®, 
my honour, every fpirited and every 
liberal principle. I believe there is not 
aman who knew the ſtate of Preitoa 
and the neighbourhood at that time, 
who will not agree in the fentiments | 
then held, that it was out of my power 
to prevent an eruption, that abie ace 
would not only increale the evil, and 
leave upon mens minds, together #12 
aa indclibic imputauen upon my © ™* 
pacicl, 
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rafter, the imprefiions of mifcarriage 
and difappointment in a favourite cauie 
to aggravate thole of popular reſent · 
ment and indifcretion. 

In the afternoon of the 17th, this 
concourfe appeared, and, my lord, their 
ficlt operation was that of icli-defence, 
for they were immediately attacked by 
the ready band, well known, and uni- 
verfally diftinguithed by the appelia- 
tion of the corporation mob. The 
circumftance ef my appearance in the 
treet after this traniadtion with a pil- 
tol under my arm and another in my 
pocket, has given foundation to mott 
icandalous reports; and I am glad it 
appears upon the trial, not only as the 
calumny of my enemies will be refur- 
ed, but as I am confident your lord- 
fhip will be convinced, that the vio- 
lence of the corporation mob was as 
great as I have defcribed it ; for it ap- 
pears upon clear evidence, that I left 
my houſe unarmed, that what was cal. 
led following the mob was no more 
than going up the fame ftreet long af- 
ter they were out of fight or hearing, 
fo long that the ftreet was again poflef- 
fed by the former rioters ; and that I, 
who I believe fhall not be judged 
to have manifefted a timid difpofition, 
was obliged to take refuge in a houfe 
and fend for piftols before 1 dared to 
crofs the way. 

From this time, my lord, I confefs, 
that in prevention of mifchief, and in 
circumitance only, I made myfelf a 
party, or, if you pleafe, a principal. 
When I heard the leaft apprehenfions of 
mifchief even from my greateft adver- 
faries, I did not anfwer them with pro- 
feffion of approbation and inaive con- 
cern. I held it criminal difcretion to 
withdraw myfelf from tumults I could 
fepprets ; and, let me add, my lord, had 
I really remained an inadtive (pectator ; 
bad I, inftead of following the dic- 
tates of humanity, upon the evidence 
of which, and of which alone I am 
proved a guilty man; had I, like o- 


J thers, fat down with the cunning and 


the phlegm of a vicious mind, I had, 
others, avoided a long train of li⸗ 
we and trouble, and above all, 
not incurred the difgrace (which 

1 thall ever remember with pain) of 
fanding a culprit before your lordthips. 
In regard to the meeting at Mr. 
s, and the articles drawn up at 

the coffee-houfe, and my difcourtes at 
times with the mob, | thall on. 
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ly obferve, that though many witnefles 
{wear politively to my words, no two 
of them ftate them alike ; and if I may 
be allowed to ftate my language as I 
mean it, and as in my confcience I be- 
liewe I expreiled it, I thail make lefs 
difference than they have made be- 
tween each other, and readily admit it 
as evidence, and truly contels | did 
hold language to the effect, that if E 
had no better fecurity for a free elec- 
tion than the words of people who had 
never kept a promise, I thoald not 
take pains to remove a fet of people 
who were evidently come there to 
fupport my intereft ; and, my lord, I 
humbly fubmit, that the aflertion that 
brought people there becauiec they were 
there, is as iil founded in argument as 
itis in proof; I alfo readily acknow- 
ledge, that in anlwer to the intimida- 
tions continually thrown out, I fre- 
quently made ule of the exprefhion, 
that I was not to be wearied out by 
expence, for I had fufficient refources, 
This is common election language ; it 
was always uſed in a general ienfe, and 
I humbly ſubmit it is not very extraor- 
dinary, that as willing witnefles, pro- 
perly inftructed by an able practitioner, 
fhould be brought, even without defign 
of perjury, to apply my general ex- 
preilion to the particular ctrcumfances 
of the mob in town. It is [aid the re- 
cognizance was figned through fear. 
My lord, it was figned by great num- 
bers after the town was in quiet; and 
one gentleman, a leader in the coun- 
cil, and a chief manager for my adver- 
faries, came feveral days afterwards 
and offered that he and one of the can- 
didates would fign it if I required it. 

I come now, my lord, tothe latt ob- 
fervation with which I fhall trouble the 
court, viz. the affirmation of ali wit- 
neffes relative to my ditcountenancing 
all tumult and diforder, one only ex- 
cepted, Mary Firer, who depoies, 
that on Saturday afternoon, between 
eleven and twelve o'clock, the heard 
ſome of the mob alk me whether they 
might gotoMr. Pedder’s, that I anfwer- 
ed, flay your hand abour an hour, and 
then if they (meaning the Baronets 
friends) do not come into my terms, 

ou may level the town before you. 
fy lord, I beg leave to remark, that, 
betides otber circumitances to diicredit 
this witnets, it appears, that the was 
one of the perfons who joined in the 
afidavits upon which this information 
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was granted, and gave no fuch evi- 
dence, notwithtanding all the dili- 
gence that wee ufed to fearch for evi. 
dence, and to bring the moft trivial 
incidents to light , notenhfanding the 
ingenuity and alacrity of a legion of 
stiornws to awaken recoliettion in 
the witnefles. Thee and capital, this 
truly heary, and I hope only hea- 
vy allegation, efcaped both agent and 
dade. and by ber own confefhon 
on ber crols examination, occured only 
to ber mind about a fortnight before 
the trial. My lord, had this charge 
been contained m the original infor- 
seation, I thould, in my affidavit upon 
that oc: afion, denied it diredtly . flatly, 
and in the molt pofitive terms; and, 
ny lord, if the omiffions in the charge 
will juftify another reply, I have an 
afidavie drawn im court, and am 
ready wo (wear to it now, but, my lord, 
I tru®, io thie cafe, it will not be necef. 
fiery, he common principles ofa gen- 
tleman, manners, and charatter, will 
mmc ¢, without an oath, fo retute fuch 
achargeasthis. Go i'God, my iord, 
lewel the town * In the duties of my 
roteffion in « pen Wer, in actual con- 
fi of arms, 1 thould bluth to enter 
tain fuch a principle. My lord, let 
me prefume to fay, under thefe predt- 
catients, | have treated an enemy with 
more moderation, with more clemency, 
than I am fuppofed by this witels to en 
téertain for people, whofe tnendiinp and 
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favour I was to court, whofe temper 
and good opinion I was to con thate 
whofe favour I was foliciting for the 
honour of my life, for the firt mark 
of that conhdence, a delegation of their 
mom tacred rights. Let thole who de. 
ny me humanity, grant me but credir 
for common fenie, and this accy ation 
mult fall to the ground, 

I have troubled you, my lord, too 
long : I leave tothe equity of the bench 
the reiuit of all I have faid, conf lent 
that while party, fury, malice, and re. 
venge level at the criminal, difpafiion- 
ate yultice will direét its aim only a. 
guint the crime. If that, my lord, for 
which I ftand before you be of fo fy. 
gitious a dye that it ought to be diftin- 
guithed as an example: if thefe licen- 
tious times, or asthe lesrned gentlemon 
expreiled it, the difeale of theic times, 
expect feverity im a cafe which has 
pafled unnoticed in almof every con- 
tefted election ; I thall fubmit with hu- 
nmlity, and teach mytelf contrition, but 
tl your lordthip’s judgement is p: 
nounced, I will be bold in my plea, rhat 
however warmly I have courted the firtt 
honours, I never wilfully departed from 
the firit duties of a citizen, refo<c, 
reverence, and obedience to the law of 
the land: as this obfervation is found. 
ed on con‘cience, may I find favour in 
the opinion of my country, in the de- 
cifion of my judges, and in the eyes of 
my God.

Jexander, who comes in haitily to part 
the combatants, receives a violent biow 
ia the face from Lyfimachus, on which 
he orders him to be thrown intoa lion's 
den, and upon Clytus interceding for 
mercy, the hot brained king fnatches 
ajavelin trom one of his guards, and 
tabs the old foidier, who dies finging 
an air, adapted to the eccafion. When 
Clytus has fung himfelf to death Alex- 
ander runs mad, and is carried off in 
the arins of his guards. Thefe misfor- 
tunes however are obviated by the de- 
icent of Jupiter, attended by Mercury, 
whoimmediately comes from Olympus, 
and reftores C ytus, who revives toa 
comic tune ; Alexander is fuppofed to 
recover from his diltraction, and the 
king of the Gods, after reconciling 
matcers between Porus and Lyfimachus, 
whom he commands to put an end to 
ail difputes, by playing a rubber at 
back gammon, for the princefs Parifa- 
tis, terminates the opera by afcending 
to the celeltial regions, 

The Court of Alexander, which the 
reader will immediately obferve a bur- 
leique performance like Midas, is writ- 
ten by Mr. George Alexander Stevens, 
and admirably compofed by Mr. Fither, 
a young gentleman of great mufical ex- 
cellence, lately engaged in the fervice 
of the public. The fame town how. 
ever which is charmed with the ab(ur- 
duresof Midas, can by no means relith 
the inconfittencies of the preient piece ; 
and though we are hichly delighted 
with The Dewil and Door Fauflus, we 
can Dy no means putup with Thars the 
ferber. In plain Englith, the Court 
of Alexander is very unfavourably re- 
ceived, though the mufic is excellent, 


and the merit of the performers unque-
